Peru’s New President 
Stops a War... Country 
Prospers as a Result 


ESS than four months after 
he was suddenly shoved into 
the presidency of Peru, through 
the assassination of President 
Luis M. Sanchez Cerra, Oscar R. 
Benavides has made long strides 
toward returning his country to 
political and economic normalcy. 
ate in August he sent to the 
sruvian Congress, a biil, which 
ould postpone the general elec- 
-ons, now scheduled for Noyem- 
oer, until the first Sunday in 
June, 1934. 

As his reason fer the post- 
ponement of the elections, Presi- 
dent Benavides stated there was 
necessity for more time to ac- 
complish “political pacification.” 

Previous to taking office, Presi- 
dent Benavides was a political 
exile on and off for eighteen 
years, after his term as rprovi- 
sional president of Peru expired 
in 1915. Early in 1933 he returned 
to Peru from Great Britain 
where he served his country: as 
minister and was placed in full 
command of military operations - 
egainst Columbia, in the dispute 
over possession of the Leticia 
corridor on the upper Amazon 
River. 

Within seven hours after Presi- 
dent Sanehez Cerra was assas- 
sinated on April 30 last, the Con- 
stitutional Assembly elected him 
provisional president of the Re- 
public of Peru, to complete the 
unexpired term of the dead chief 
executive. His term continues 
unti: December, 193¢. 

One of his first acts on taking 
over the President’s tasks was to 
enter unofficial conversations 
with a representative of Colum- 
bia’s government regarding ces- 
sation of hostilities between the 
two ,countries. By June 15, a 
special League of Nations Com- 
missior had taken over the ad- 
ministration of the Leticia Cor- 
ridor and. the troops of both na- 
lions returned to their home bar- 
racks and peace. 

Hundreds of political prisoners 
were released from prison in 
hima and Callao and Congress 
immediately set about consider- 
ing a ge.eral amnesty bill, pro- 
posed by the administration, 
which would release most of the 
remainder of the political prison- 
ers. ra 

IS next act as President was 

to permit Peruvian news- 
papers and magazines under 
suspension and strict censorship 
threatened with heavy fines for 
anti-government articles during 
the past year, to publish what- 
ever news they pleased. As a re- 
sult of the lifting of this censor- 
ship, Peruvian newspapers are 
now enjoying an unusual period 
of prosperity and the reading 
public is evincing its approval of 
the new regime by eagerly pur- 
chasing daily papers once again. 

Further, the lack of internal 
unrest has been revealed in a 
marked improvement in Peru’s 
foreign commerce. Official im- 
port and export figures for the 
first four months of this year as 
compared with the similar period 
in 1932 definitely indicate the 
upward trend in business and 
merchants declare conditions 
greatly improved during the past 
three months. Exports this year 
exceed imports by almost fifty 
percent, leaving a markedly 
favorable trade balance. 

Perhaps President Benavides 
will set a good example to the 
powers that be in’ Paraguay,- 
against which Bolivia 
waging an offensive in the Gran 
Chaco war. This is to be hoped: 
for because of. the intensive 
fighting over .a wide front méar 
ing a dreadful loss of life and an 

impediment to the progress and 
prosperity of both countries dur- 
ing @ time of great economic 
stress: and strain.
